taurant men—who heretofore have 
served regular 25 and 35 cent table de 
holes, owing to the high cost of food- 
stuffs, have been forced to pass them 
up for the a la carte plan.

the announcement

price of hay has been dropped from 
$22 to $17 a ton. The big crop, 
which the farmers are now unloading 
on tho local market, is the cause.

BETTER MAR ET1NG SYSTEM NEEDED 


An eastern 
paper, 
noticing the 


congo5tio.n of produce in some locali- 
ties with consequent severe loss to 
farmers, calls attention to tho glar- 
ing defects lr our methods of distri- 
bution of supplies. 
In the congestion 


referred to not only were farmers 
compelled to accept very low prices, 
low as lifty cents per bushel on po- 
tatoes and 
on tomatoes fifteen to 


twenty cents per crate, but were com- 
pelled to destroy large quantities of 
the smaller sizes. 
This congestion 


occurs frequently 
as to 
fruit also, 


but through the difierent methods of 
handling grain, but little complaint 
occurs on this score. 
Still congestion 


of corn at times destroys markets and 
it has not been so very long since that 
some western farmers used corn for 
fuel. 
As to grain and cereals gener- 


ally, the demand has grown so enorm- 
ously that experts say low prices will 
never again occur, and all can easily 
llnd a market. 


Oi:r marketing methods must be 


improved upon. 
Some 
system by 


which an oversurplus in one place 
may be 
readily moved 
to another 


where the market can absorb. . 


This paper, the Christian Science 


Monitor, does some theorizing and of- 
fers the following: 


"Jt is the old familiar story of a 


feast and a famine. 
Whether the 


government or society be blamablo in 
the premises, the fact remains that 
the-.-e Is bad management somewhere, 
else potatoes, for example, would not 
be begging for buyers In one part of.

the activities of the cold storage peo- 
ple. 
Apparently they -ire not, as for- 


merly, gathering in tlio surplus, and 
the surplus Is glutting the market, or 
as in New Jersey, rotting in the Ilelds. 


"Nothing is to be gained by taking 


a pessimistic view of the situation. I£ 
ever there were opportunity for con- 
structive thought and effort it Inhere. 
Properly distributed, the product of 
the soil of the United States this year 
would mean plenty for all and lower 
cost of living everywhere. 
There is 


no proper distribution; therefore, the 
waste now will be charged up to wage, 
salary and income later on. Manifest- 
ly 
private 
enterprise 
must 
meet 


the situation, and In meeting it must 
bo encouraged rather than hindered; 
or, this failing, storage of the surplus 
and 
Its adequate distribution must 


eventually be taken in hand by the

There 


were the same evil instincts on re- 
tired exhibition in form no law can 
yet touch. There were the samo gross 
selfishness, tho same sordidneas, tho 
same infernal greed, the- same old 
passions and secret vice, but all this 
130 concealed, no police agents could 
raise up a warrant of arrest for. It 
all went on and goes on precisely the 
seme. No reformatory exhibits are in 
evidence as to subduing- the evilness 
of it all. The same uncharitableness, 
the samo intolerance, and yet the. ap- 
parent obedience to the law and out- 
ward respectability. 


As understood the fallen ones so 


punished were 
turned 
loose—for 


there were no helping hands to ex- 
tend forth to take these unfortunates 
end at least give them 
shelter and 


food. Were there no agencies through 
v/hich crime could have a breathing 
spaco and given that chance all hu- 
manity is entitled to? 
Is there no 


home for these? Is there not 
even 


temporary shelter? And what will tho 
poor things do? What does 
indeed 


the vindicated law offer? 
Evidently 


it has nothing to offer; inconsistently, 
it punishes and 
offers 
no 
possible 


.chance by which conquered vice may 
have an opportunity to eat and sleep 
away from the scenes where agents o£ 
an alleged mission of reform found 
them. 


Now what will tho good men 
and 


women do for these victims, both of 
tho law and of an outraged society? 
What will those who have thus so 
successfully raided haunts of vice do 
for the victims they seized? Indeed 
where is the mercy shown, and then 
indeed mercy lle.es where shrieking 
jaw triumphs. 


VOTING MACHINES NOT POPULAR 


Voting machines continue to be in- 


stalled by cities, and voters continue to 
be disappolntec' as to their use. It has 
been pretty well shown that the ma- 
chine can bo unreliable and does not 
always express tho real thing. For a 
real, genuine secret balloting, there is 
nothing In all the world like- the Aus- 
tralian ballot so many states used be- 
fore the machine was installed. With 
this, voters could step in tho booth, 
take his pencil, or one lied by a string, 
and take his time prer»ring and in- 
specting his ticket and getting it ready 
to suit his ideas. 
In the machine ln- 


closure the situation is different. Oth- 
ers standing around, some waiting to 
vote, others officials and spectators, 
then with the dozens of levers opcrat-. 
ing the names, the voter gets confus- 
ed, or if not confused, gets in a hurry 
with the result very few vote just as 
they had Intended when they entered 
the box. Many people by far prefer 
the old Australian paper ballot. This 
never got out of order as machines 
will sometime;?. 


The machine can not record always 


.the 
full tickets, 
thus In president- 


ial year the r.ames of tho president- 
ial electors are not on tho machine. 
Only the name of president and vies 
president. 
But as yet tho law docs 


rot authorize voting direct for presi- 
dent and vice president and these aro 
represented by presidential 
electors. 


Ono does not know this by tho ma- 
chine. Nothing is more certain than 
this, that 1C we have a doss election 
as to states being carried by small or 
disputed pluralities, and a very few 
electors will swing the result one way 
or the other, or if no candidate at all 
bus a majority, 
then the 
machine, 


votes must bo thrown out and they 
certainly will be if such would affect 
the result. Experience of the past has 
demonstrated that in electors people 
will vary as In candidates, and numer- 
ous instances are on record of 
tho 


electoral vote of states being divided. 


WHERE THE REMEDY LIES 


It does look rather 
singular that 


with all the agitation over corpora- 
tions, 
especially with those 
of 
a 


public nature, or public utilities, and 
with all the laws and oratory, the real 
source of the trouble and consequent 
more potent remedy, goes untouched, 
unmentloncd, except by tho few who 
are not recognized as progressives be- 
cause they do not swallow at every 
bit of bait cast in the. political waters. 
These men want tho best in ali public 
measures and believe in the 
freest 


possible debate over all the more pro- 
minent proposed laws, to secure tho 
elimination of the doubtful working, 
the remedying of the weak but held 
as good, and the. throwing out of the 
bad and mistaken.

now receive, or else get scanty por- 
tions. The remedy proposed has been 
sneered at but it Is a good one- re- 
gardless. 
The proposition advanced has been

The right in our own state, has been 
materially extended within the past 
few years Instead of having been as It 
should curtailed.

BRUTALLY POOR REFORMATION 


Prisoners in Jackson, Mich., prison 


rebelled the other day because of 
poor food and other grievances. Af- 
ter the state militia had quelled the 
disturbance a. wholesale flogging was 
administered. 


News dispatches' bear the story of 


the punishment: 


"Nino of tho sixty-two rebellious 


convicts were flogged. Three fainted 
and were removed to the ,hospital, 
where they lie in a. precarious condi- 
tion. 
A one-armed man, small of 


stature, was the first to receive the 
punishment. 
After bein? gagged he 


seemed transfixed, but the flrst swish 
of the lash brought him to life, and 
In some way the gag became displac- 
ed. Ho cried out in his agony: 'For 
God's sake, warden, let me go. I'll 
do anything, but don't whip me any 
more.' " 


The men were bound to a barrel, 


face down. A wet sheet was placed 
over their bare bodies to increase the 
sting and lessen flesh laceration. Then 
the lash was laid on by the strong- 
est bruites in the jail—thirty stripes. 


The spectacle is hardly gratifying 


to American people. It savors some- 
what of barbarism. It Is the punish- 
ment which medaevial savages used 
to torture their luckless victims. 


Cruelty, brutality sut>. as this only 


breeds hate and a desire for revenge. 
Society can never reform its wrong- 
doers by physical torture. 


How much better to make the pris- 


on a place of correction, rather than 
a pen of torture; a place to restore 
manhood that is lost, rather than de- 
stroy, what 
manhood 
remains; 
a 


place to preach, teach and act the 
doctrine of Christianity, rather than a. 
bull pen to develop the brutal, savage 
instincts; a place to develop men ra- 
ther than an influence to unmau men. 


Such tactics belong to the jungles of 


Africa, not to Christian America, 


OFFICIALLY LAUNDERED TOWELS 


A Washington city laundry not con- 


tent with the prices paid by the gov- 
ernment for light laundering of office 
needs, insisted upon raising its rate 
to the government. 
It has a. contract 


with the postotllce department, and it 
was the contract price it desired to 
increase. Its object was to raise prices 
because likely it thought it could. 
But instead something happened. The 
P. M. Generai stepped in on the scene 
and viewing things thought the laun- 
dry should not come in on the raise, 
and therefore refused permission for 
the department to ante up on the 
raise. 
He insisted therefore on call- 


Ing for a show down and, on that 
promptly issued orders for the equip- 
ment ot a government postofilce laun- 
dry for the laundering of the post- 
office linen and towels. 


Tho 
clerks are happy, 
because 


where they had to content themselves 
with only one clean towel per week 
apiece, now they 
can 
have three 


apiece and the official laundry still 
saves money over the previous price 
paid. It had been predicted when the 
government went into the business of 
laundering its paper money It would 
before long engage in laundering oth- 
er things besides paper money.

Washington laundries should be mod- 
est. It is easy to start a laundry, but 
not a. railroad or steel mill.

Now wo are talking about the man- 


dates 'of the people and so we are con- 
! fronted by a very pretty' mess. The 


I Democrats claim and with reason that 
; an. overwhelming majority of the vot- 
ers'havo declared in favor of the re- 
peal* of: the income tax 
law. This 


mandate coming through their choice 
.of Judge Karrel, whose platform was 
emphatic against tho Income tax, and 
his majority exceeding 25,000. This is 
certainly a mandate and one to tho 
extent 
tho Democratic leaders 
and 


candidates who will be at the can- 
didates' convention at Madison on the 
17th, will withdraw the income tax 
favoring plank in the last Democratic 
platform and substitute one opposing 
such. 


But all this may be said to be a 


mandate of only one political party. 
To which !s said, what else then, is 
all the other radical legislation ena.ct- 
ed during the past ten years,, but par- 
ty legislation? It has come from tho 
Republican party that has possessed 
the necessary majority to carry all of 
its measures through the !.e»islature 
Now the Democratic party has a man- 
date, this to repeal the Republican 
legislation of the Income tax. 


Thus mandates conflict with each 


other. 
As to the Republican vote 


which nominated Gov. McGovern, it 
can only be aaid that such votes ac- 
quiesced in tho income tax because 
numerous Republican voters did not 
wish to vote a. Democratic primary 
ticket. 
Had the issue been joined so 


that voters might have separated the 
Income tax from the governorship, no 
telling what the mandate would have 
been. But it may Just as well be ad- 
mitted that in the regular election 
whero voters may range from one 
ticket to another and select their can- 
didates, 
again, there is no

what may happen.

Attention is called to two wo- 
men up north being re-elected to of- 
fices they have filled the past two 
years. Mrs. Nellie Archibald served 
two years as county treasurer of Ash-, 
land county and following the common 
custom, sought a re-election. She was 
so renominated on Tuesday. At Marin- 
ctto Miss Adelaine Pratt served for 
two years as county register of deeds. 
She too, followed the custom, seeking 
another term, and secured it by assent 
of tho voters on Tuesday. 


Women have certainly proven they 


are capable of performing practically 
all the duties men can perform, and in 
numerous localities serving as subor- 
dinate officials, in fact, really carry 
on the departments. 
As to whether 


or not the fair sex should invade the 
prerogatives of the men Is another 
matter.

j conundrum. 
It seems If an entire 


square Is taken, that the plan is to 
erect a combined city hall and court 
house as has Chicago. In the square 
ottering what many think the best in- 
ducements, 
that 
on 
Main, street, 


i bounded by Seventh .Eighth and Wia- 
conaln,- thero will be ample room for 
the union structure, and leave room 
for handsome lawns on the sides, well 
as affording abundance of light and 
air. This property as would any oth- 
er residence property costs quite ma- 
terially less than would' the purchase 
of the rest of the square upon which, 
tho present court house is located. 


As to this site some argue that not 


only is the cost excessive, not as to 
value of course, But as putting into a 
court house, and besides it would de- 
prive a number of business establish- 
ments of a, home, and at present cer- 
tainly there is no home for them. It 
Icoks as if the county board would not 
consider this phase of buying the en- 
tlie block and if anything is done as 
to the present site, the twenty-five 
feat on the north would be taken, and 
possibly tho same bank property on 
the south. 
Now It seems that if tho 


board should go this far, It might as 
well go farther and take the 
entire 


block. 


But there are other proposed sites, 


pnd of course it is not saying the Mam 
street site 
between 
Seventh 
and 


Eighth is the only one. There is-no 
intention on our part of singling out 
any particular site. Only now that the 
entire mattcc- has been reopened, it 
seems a pity that while about it, tho 
county board should not do what is so 
evident it should do, and select an en- 
tire square. 


If the city will go in with the coun- 


ty well and good, but If not, let the 
county go ahead then and occupy an 
entire block. The old site can be sold 
for probably sufficient to pay for any 
residence block, or not very far from 
it.

of recovery—not even hope of speedy 
death to end her anguish. 


There is unanswerable logic in her 


statement that "naturally one's loved 
ones cannot kill her; 
the 
physician 


cannot, for ho would be condemned; 
so the only means Is the state." 


Incurable, condemned to pass her 


days and years in constant suffering, 
with never a. minute free from pain, 
she reasons that the law should pro- 
vide the means of escape—death. She 
arprues that when an animal, a dog or 
a horse, Is mortally wounded, or sick 
beyond hope, it is shot to end its suf- 
fering. 
But for human beings there 


Is no such relief. 


The sad, tragic appeal of this suf- 


ferer raises a problem which is moro 
subtle and delicate than any other 
modern problem. 
The ancients would 


have solved it In the way she sug- 
gests; the untutored, uncivilized sav- 
age still kills his hopeless sufferers; 
but modern humanity with its complex 
motives and refined sensibilities has 
no solution.

Colliers Weekly: -Shall we have regulated competition or regulated 


monopoly? That Is the most important question ol this campaign, not even 
excepting the tariff. .New-party advocates ot legalized monopoly stato the 
trust problem, as if we must choose between destructive competition or 
regulated monopoly; whereas tho alternative actually is between regulated 
competition and regulated monopoly. 
. 


- 
Competition is an incident of industrial liberty; regulation is essential 


to the preservation and best development of competition, just as regulation 
is necessary to the preservation and trest development of civil and political 
liberty. 
To preserve • the civil and political liberty of the many, it was 


found to be necessary to restrict, in some respects, the liberty of the few. 
It was found that unlicensed political liberty leads to oligarchy or despotism. 
The physically strong were long ago curbed in order to protect, those physi- 
cally -weaker. 'More recently such protection-has been extended to the realm 
of business. 
Recognizing actual differences in strength between employer, 


and employee, we restricted theoretical freedom of contract by factory-laws 
prescribing conditions and hours. 
Tho liberty of the financier, the mer- 


chant, and the manufacturer to deceive his less astute customer, expressed 
in the phrase caveat emptor, Is yielding rapidly before pure-food laws and 
postal-fraud prosecutions to better conceptions 'of business ethics. Similarly, 
competition must be limited In order to preserve competition. The strongest 
believers In competition are most zealous that it be regulated. To prohibit 
that destructive competition which leads to monopoly—to prohibit that 
excess of liberty of contract which, through combination, would destroy 
industrial liberty—is not "attempting by law to make people compete." No 
one seeks to compel people to compete. 
The purpose of the Sherman law 


and of the perfecting amendments proposed by the La Follctte-Lenroot- 
Stanley bill is merely to prevent the killing of competition—to prevent com- 
petition being rendered Impossible. 


Nor does the refusal to sanction industrial monopoly interfere with tho 


natural law of business. 
There is no natural monopoly today In the busi- 


ness world. The Oil Trust, the Tobacco Trust, the Sugar Trust, the Steel 
Trust, arc all mowt unnatural monopolies. 
The first three acquired their 


control of the market by ruthless and unconscionable conduct—conduct 
which was not only a sin against society but involved flagrant violations of 
the ordinary criminal law. 
Without the aid of railroad rebating, bribery. 


corruption, and espionage none of those trusts would have acquired tho vast 
wealth and power which enabled them to destroy weaker competitors. 
Tho 


Steel Trust while apparently free from the grosser forms of suppressing 
competition, acquired control of the market, not through greater efficiency 
but by buying up existing successful plants and ore properties at fabulous 
prices and levying tribute through control of transportation systems. It is 
not interfering with any natural law of business to refuse to allow a few 
financiers to purchase huge concerns at many times their intrinsic values 
and then through controlling the market, cast the burden of such excesses. 
upon the- innocent consumer. 
Not a single industrial monopoly exists to- 


day which Is the result of natural growth. 
In every case of monopoly, 


competition was suppressed either through ruthless practices or by an im- 
proper use of inordinate wealth or power. If the law prohibiting such prac- 
tices is clearly defined and enforced, as is the purpose of the La Fc.llette- 
Lenroot the Stanley and the Oldfield bills to accomplish, no similar trust 
will arise in the future. In attempting to dismember existing illegal trusts, 
we are therefore, not interfering with a natural growth; we are endeavoring 
to restore health by removing a cancer; for if the phrase be used in its 
proper economic and social sense, there is no such thing as a "good trust. 
The evils of industrial monody are inherent, not incident,.!; they may be 
mitigated by control, but they cannot be removed by any law or prevented 
by any commission if Industrial monopoly is allowed to exist. 


We fear it cannot be successfully denied that the new party, in its plat- 


form in Colonel Roosevelt's speeches, in the declarations of Mr. George W. 
Perkins, has very positively committed itself to an abandonment of the 
Democratic principle in Industry. It relies upon ameliorating of an evil, n- 
stead of endeavoring to prevent the evil from existing and increasing. V, Ith 
much emphasis It declares for monopoly as economically and socially e.n- 
ctent and desirable. 
There is no other substantial trust issue. 
"Whether 


the country decides to adopt for the future the policy of preserving compe- 
tition in industry or the policy of legalizing monopoly, in either event thero 
must be decided and introduced judicial and administrative machinery ade-. 
ouate and appropriate for carrying out the policy adopted. 
No machinery 
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settled and the decision is accepted in good faith, the selection of the proper 
machinery for enforcing and administering that policy, whichever it be. is a 
matter of detail, though of very Important detail. 
It is, moreover, a detail 


upon 'which there should not be fundamental differences. Substantially all 
arc agreed that whether we are to have competition or monopoly, our judi- 
c'al machinery must be supplemented by administrative machinery. 
The 


interstate Trade Commission Is no Invention of the new party. As long ago 
•is Vugust "1 1911 two days after Senator La Follette introduced his bill 
to perfoc't the' legal machinery of the Sherman law, the Democratic Senator 
VcwHnds a strong believer in competition, introduced a bill for the estab- 
lishment of an Interstate Trade Commission. The Progressive Republican 
Senator Cummins and his associates on the Senate. Committee on Interstate 
Commerce have been cooperating with Senator Newlands in perfecting both 
measures 
As to the precise provisions of the Trade Commission bill there

be established, with ample powers of investigation, publicity, and supervis- 
ion to aid in administering the law.
